Losing our traditions... 


Part of being a tribe is hav- 
ing a language, traditions and 
culture that distinguish you 
apart from all other races. We 
as Ho-Chunk people were 
given our cultural traditions 
by the creator. He told us 
how we are supposed to con- 
duct ourselves as Ho-Chunk 
people. As a medicine lodge 
member I am fortunate 
enough to still bear some of 
these stories in ceremonies 
held throughout the year by 
my lodge group and various 
other lodge groups. These 
stories are told in our sacred 
Ho-Chunk language. For 
some stories there are songs 
that were specifically com- 
posed to accompany the 
telling of that story. 

I look at our youth today 
and I feel sorry for them be- 
cause they are a lost genera- 
tion searching for who they 


are and where they come 
from. They are emulating 
what they see on television 
and trying to recreate a cul- 
ture for themselves only be- 
cause we (and I include 
myself) have been failing to 
teach them who they are as 
Ho-Chunk people. 

There are traditions we 
completely ignore, or choose 
to ignore, that were given to 
the Ho-Chunk people, not as a 
way of being mean or disre- 
spectful, but as a way to pass 
on those traditions and culture 
to the coming generation. For 
example: not bringing chil- 
dren to the places where there 
is a wake or funeral being 
held. Some will say they are 
brought as it is a way the chil- 
dren can learn and observe. 
But how distracting and disre- 
spectful is it to have children 
running around unsupervised 


by the parents (or most cases 
by the grandparents). How 
much are they observing and 
learning there then? Tradi- 
tionally Ho-Chunk people be- 
lieve that children’s souls do 
not belong to us until the age 
they are able to conduct them- 
selves in a respectful manner, 
most generally adolescence 
(even then some cannot con- 
duct themselves properly). It 
is said by the old ones that 
souls getting ready to make 
that journey do not want to 
travel alone and will try to 
take another with them. Thus 
children, elderly and the ill 
become prime targets because 
their souls are weaker and 
closer to the creator at those 
times. 

I’ve sat and watched for 
years as our traditions are 
slowly being lost or ignored 
more and more. How then 


can we call ourselves Ho- 
Chunk people if we have no 
traditions left to follow? Do 
we simply make them up as 
we go? Do we honestly think 
Creator will appreciate going 
against what his vision for us 
as a people was?!?!?! We as a 
people should honor our an- 
cestors by doing our very best 
to keep those traditions intact. 
Not do it sometimes or 
change it because it’s easier. 
Western society has hurt all of 
our indigenous nations. Our 
men were completely stripped 
of their roles within the tribes 
as hunters and defenders with 
the European invasion and 
dispersal of booze. Not say- 
ing all of our men haven’t re- 
configured themselves but a 
very good portion of them are 
still lost. 

I say prayers daily through- 
out the day and more times 
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than not just thinking of how 
pitiful my people have be- 
come in their traditions brings 
me to tears. People say they 
want to know but when told 
the way it should be they ig- 
nore anyway; why is that? I 
struggle to find answers to 
these questions daily. Some 
of our ancestors must be 
doing cartwheels in their 
graves to see where our peo- 
ple heading these days. 

We’ve all become soft and ac- 
customed to the comforts of 
society these days. Does that 
give us the right to ignore or 
change traditions as we seem 
to think fit? I say no. What 
say you????

Letter to the Editor: 


My name is Charles Joseph Yellow Thunder 
and I have been incarcerated for ten years in 
the Wisconsin prison system. I am grateful to 
be able to announce that within this time I 
have learned that the thinking, attitudes, and 
behavior that led to my incarceration no 
longer exist in my life. In the spirit of this 
fact I write this letter. 

I am writing to my Nation with concerns 
over what is taking place within the Wiscon- 
sin prisons regarding the same elements that 
our Nation has been at odds with for quite 
some time, with these problems becoming 
worse. RE: GANG AND 
ALCOHOL/DRUG RELATED VIOLENCE 
AND OFFENSES AGAINST OUR NATIVE 
COMMUNITIES. 

Many Native American Indians young and 
old alike come into the Native group circles 
here to sing and pray with Dah-Nee and Pipe. 
There are many who come into these prisons 
bearing titles such as “SUN DANCERS- 
PIPE-C ARRIERS -MIDE LEADERS-MA- 
NA-PE, 

OGICHIIDAH-HEYOKAUTC. . .Ten years 
ago when I first arrived at C.C.I. Portage, I 
met five “ PIPE-CARRIERS “ IN THESPAN 
OF TWO DAYS . I THOUGHT TO MY- 
SELF, ‘ Oh! This is where all the pipe carri- 
ers went.” 

We have volunteers who come into these 
places to help us and to guide us on to a better 
path / WAY OF THINKING AND BEING, 
but they are only allowed to be here a few 
hours a month. Between those times they are 
here, many of the Natives are subjected to 
those who manipulate Native Teachings to 
suit their own agendas and purposes. Trying 
to instill in those who are impressionable, 
those same thoughts, idea’s, attitudes and be- 
haviors that got them here and are keeping 
them here. Those same one’s teach those 
who will listen that it is wrong to find Health 


and Help (THAT WHICH THEY CLAIM 
THEY PRAY FOR THE PEOPLE) IN THE 
SAFETY AND SECURITY OF THOSE 
AND THAT WHICH CAN PROVIDE THIS 
FOR THEM. 

Myself and many others believe that it 
would be great benefit not only to the individ- 
uals being misled in these prisons, but an 
even greater benefit to our communities if it 
were possible if anyone from the Nations 
BEAR/POLICE CLAN, could come into this 
prison to speak with this group of the harm 
and destruction that ALCOHOL, DRUG, 
AND GANG RELATED ACTIVITIES ARE 
WREAKIN ON OUR NATIVE COMMUNI- 
TIES. Because those same thoughts, atti- 
tudes, beliefs, and behaviors that led them 
into these places are being REINFORCED by 
certain individuals within the Native groups. 

I’ve been reading in the WORAK that our 
Nation is instituting its own police force to 
contend with the increased GANG VIO- 
LENCE, AND ALCOHOL AND DRUG RE- 
LATED VIOLATIONS AGAINST OUR 
COMMUNITY MEMBERS. 

I believe that as vital as it is for our Nations 
to devise ways of protecting our communi- 
ties, it is as vital that our Nations also devise 
ways of preventing repetitive behavior. 

One of the only available avenue’s for 
wonksheeks to learn the true values our com- 
munities hold in the highest regard withing 
these prisons, is to attend the pipe and drum 
and sweat lodge ceremonies. It is my sincere 
hope that this humble letter may be viewed 
and considered by Mr. Carson Funmaker and 
anyone who may be of some influence in 
helping those in here to learn to help their 
people in their own communities once they 
are released from prison. I humbly ask you if 
can please arrange through WARDEN ANNA 
BOATWRIGHT, the opportunity to come 
here and speak with this group for its better- 
ment, CAN YOU PLEASE 
HELP US? 

WITH GREAT RE- 
SPECT FROM THOSE 
WHO ARE SINCERE 
ABOUT CHANGING 
FOR THE BETTER, FOR 
THE BETTER OF OUR 
COMMUNITIES.

Pet rent 

Additional $20 per month per pet? I do not agree that we 
Ho-Chunks should have to pay anyone for the right to live on 
our own lands, however that is a slightly different can of 
worms than our own Housing and Community Development 
organization now charging tenants an additional fee for owning 
a pet. So now we also pay “rent” for each pet. 

In my own personal household we have one cat. That one 
cat keeps our house free of mice which means Plunketts serv- 
ice is not needed inside our dwelling. My one cat has been 
“fixed” so is not responsible for any increase in the stray and 
wild animal population. 

I could understand an added fee for any and all pets that are 
NOT spayed/neutered. Please contact your local Housing 
Commissioner if you do not agree to this added change. If you 
don’t know who your area commissioner is contact Housing 
and Community Develop. @ 1-800-236-2600 and they will 
gladly furnish you with that information.

To Concerned 
Tribal Members, 

I first would like to apologize to my elders for speaking my 
mind. I like to consider myself as a well informed tribal 
member. It is because of being informed, I was shocked at 
the resolutions being prepared for the upcoming general coun- 
cil September 18th. I understand the workings of any stable 
governments. I will say that we (Hocak Nation) have had to 
conform to what, I say is the dominant society. (U.S. Govern- 
ment) 

We as a nation have come a long ways from the days of our 
infancy (W.W.B.C.) over the years the nation has taken the 
necessary steps to conform to the expectations set by the U.S. 
Government. Some of these examples include going from 
tribal chairman to president and vice president, area reps to 
legislators. Will it be long before our president requires the 
services of a secret service? 

Well I believe we are headed in that direction. We have 
what 13 legislators, now this G.C.A. wants to have a senate? 

I commend the G.C.A. in wanting to enforce what the general 
council voted for or against. There seems to be certain mem- 
bers working in or for the G.C.A. these same people use to be 
former area reps, or ran for office and didn’t win enough votes 
to get into office. So these G.C.A. members now want the 
power to oversee the legislators and for that matter the presi- 
dent. If I were able to attend this year’s general council, there 
would be certain questions I would want answers to. Such as 
who oversees this newly formed senate? By reading a few of 
these resolutions, it sounds as though they would have ulti- 
mate power over the nations businesses and future endeavors. 

One matter that seems to be the G.C.A.’s agenda is the 4 
year degree requirement. This requirement was only passed a 
few years ago, I say let the nation choose these people in the 
election process. There are educated members in our nation. 
However these degree holding members are afraid to run for 
office, due to the fact that as soon as they offend someone 
personally or one of their family members, they are quickly 
served with removal papers on charges either fact or fiction. 

If the people want educated people in office, then come 
election time those people will be voted into office. When it 
comes for this whole senate idea, where is that money going 
to come from? I get other tribal newspapers and I see a trend. 
A lot of these tribes that were paying out big time per-capita 
payments, now some are either cutting back or stopping pay- 
ments all together. The reasons stated in ah or most cases 
were because they were in a spending frenzy. Now they are 
paying for decisions made quickly without thinking things 
through. That is my hope that members be careful when at- 
tending this year’s general council. The people writing these 
resolutions are suppose to be in attendance, that would be the 
time to ask these people what is their true intentions. 

From spending the last 41 years in the dominant society, I 
can see nothing more than a potential power grap form these 
people that work in or around the General Council Agency. If 
I were a legislator I would be quite afraid of this whole senate 
idea. My intention is not to offend anyone, but to inform the 
non-informed. I welcome any and all responses to the address 
listed below. Thank you for your attention in these matters.

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Underage drinking. ..part 1

As the first installment of a 
4 part series of articles, the 
Underage Drinking Subcom- 
mittee wanted to share the 
surprising findings of our 
Youth Alcohol Assessment 
Survey results with the com- 
munity in hopes of increasing 
awareness and community in- 


volvement. 

Underage drinking contin- 
ues to be a major issue within 
our Ho-Chunk Nation com- 
munities. Although we recog- 
nize the problem, very little 
has been done to address the 
issue. Approximately 18 
months ago the Ho-Chunk 
Nation Department of Health 
and the Department of Social 
Services teamed up to create a 


committee, the Underage 
Drinking Subcommittee, to 
deal with the problem(s) of 
underage drinking. One of 
the first tasks of the Commit- 
tee was to get a grasp on how 
big the problem really is in 
our communities. To do this, 
the committee created the 
Youth Alcohol Assessment 
Survey. The anonymous 17 
question survey was distrib- 
uted to youth where youth 
would be present: Powwows, 
Game of Life Choices, the 
gang summits and other Youth 
Services activities. All total 
179 youth were surveyed 
from all Ho-Chunk communi- 
ties, respectively. 

For those who don’t believe 
underage drinking is a prob- 
lem in our Communities, 53% 
of all youth surveyed admit- 
ted to drinking alcohol. More 
startling than the number of 
youth who drink, is the age at 


which our youth begin experi- 
menting with alcohol. 

Roughly 17% of our youth are 
experimenting with alcohol 
before 10 years of age. Most 
of the youth who drink are 
trying alcohol before they 
turn 16 years old, 79%. 

So is underage drinking a 
problem in our Communities? 
What can the Committee do 
to help with these problems?

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FREE rabies clinic

If you’re a pet owner, then 
hopefully you took advantage 
of the FREE rabies clinic that 
was offered through the Ho- 
Chunk Nation’s Health De- 
partment held in Black River 
Falls, Wittenberg, Tomah, 
Nekoosa, and Wisconsin 
Dells, beginning August 18 
and ending September 8. To 


protect the health of your 
family and your pet, “it is 
very important that your ani- 
mal be vaccinated.” 

Some may question why 
your cat or dog needs to be 
vaccinated. Although a ma- 
jority of rabies cases occur in 
the wildlife, humans are ex- 
posed to rabies from domestic 
animals that have a greater 
chance to be bitten from an 


infected wild animal. YES, I 
said wild animal. The most 
common wild animals that get 
infected with rabies are rac- 
coons, skunks, bats, foxes, 
and coyotes. 

Puppies and kittens should 
have their first shot between 
three to six months of age and 
repeated in one year, then re- 
vaccinated every three years 
after that to stay up-to-date. 

For over ten years, the Ho- 
Chunk Nation Health Depart- 
ment has been able to set-up 
free rabies clinics in several 
Ho-Chunk communities 
throughout Wisconsin. Cur- 
rently these clinics are 100% 
NPD funded. 

Rob Voss, Ho-Chunk 
Health Department Tribal 
Sanitarian, states, “A typical 
visit to the veterinary for a ra- 
bies vaccination can run over 
$50 per visit per animal,” so it 
is nice to have help from the 
United States Department of 
Agriculture. Each year, ap- 
proximately 200 cats and 
dogs are vaccinated through 
the Ho-Chunk Nation’s free 
rabies clinics. 

Tim Deveau, Licensed Vet- 


erinarian with the U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture, ad- 
ministered the rabies 
vaccinations at this year’s 
clinics and the clinics held in 
2009. He has also assisted 
other tribes in Wisconsin such 
as: the Oneida Nation, the Lac 
Du Flambeau tribe, the La 
Court Oreilles, and the 
Potawatomi tribe. 


Deveau was also able to as- 
sist a pet owner with recom- 
mendations to keep their pets 
healthy. He also can recog- 
nize conditions that may need 
additional veterinary services. 

If you missed one of this 
year’s clinics, stay tuned for 
another notice coming out in 
early spring of 2011 .

Established to assist Native 
workers obtain the skills 
needed to obtain employment 
in their communities, the 
TERO (Tribal Employment 
Rights Office) Program offers 
training that often helps tribal 
members be “work ready” for 
the job opportunities created. 

As part of the Labor De- 
partment, located in the Exec- 
utive Building, the Ho-Chunk 
Nation TERO Program offers 
hands-on training programs 
and classes throughout the 
year. 

During the last fiscal year, 
interested parties had the op- 
portunity to attend classes of 
Pre-Construction/Home- 
builders Training. Those at- 
tending the two week long 
class obtained some of the 
skills that TERO knew would 
be needed for upcoming reno- 
vation projects. Currently 
TERO has workers at Crock- 


ett’s Resort and the House of 
Wellness. 

According to Ho-Chunk 
Nation 477 Federal Program 
Director Jennifer Kearns, in- 
dividuals have the opportunity 
to attend numerous classes of- 
fered by the TERO and 477 
Programs throughout the year. 

TERO will inform regis- 
tered members of any upcom- 
ing training and take 
applications from those inter- 
ested. Last year classes were 
offered in Wisconsin Rapids, 
Wisconsin Dells and Black 
River Falls in a number of 
areas. Kearns said that gener- 
ally the classes are open to 
about 20 people at a time. 

She added “this fiscal year we 
hope to continue with differ- 
ent training to keep our mem- 
bers trained and ready for 
employment.”

Now it’s back to the hustle 
and bustle of school shopping, 
registering and getting back 
on a daily routine; no more 
playing video games or stay- 
ing up late watching movies 
and worst of all - no more 
“sleeping in.” 

Here are some reminders 
and suggestions for 
parents/students starting a 
new school year: 

• Exams - annual 
physical/immunizations , 
optical, dental, hearing test 

• Teach discipline and respect 
- have an early bedtime, 
keep things neat and organ- 
ized 

• Organize closets and 
dressers - sort clothes, take 
“out grown” clothes to 
Good Will 

• Get ready the night before - 
lay clothes out, put back- 
pack/shoes/jacket by the 
door 

• Remind them the value and 
importance of a good edu- 
cation 

• Set a good example. Get up 
when the alarm goes off; 
don’t push the “snooze” 
button 

• Get up early enough to have 
a nutritious breakfast 


• Connect with teachers - 
meet them, discuss any is- 
sues, get extension and e- 
mail 

• Plan a schedule - have a set 
supper time, chore time, 
play/TV time and STUDY 
time 



• Help them set reasonable 
goals and manage time for 
assignments 

• Set up a study area that’s 
quiet, well-lit and stocked 
with school supplies (de- 
pending on what grade or 
which classes they’re in) - 
pencils, paper, calculator, 
scissors, glue, etc. 

• Provide support, boost con- 
fidence and remind them of 
their strengths 


Show interest in their 
schoolwork - if they see 
you think it’s important, 
they will too 
Let them pick out their 
school supplies and planner 
and show them how to use 
it 

Keep a large family calen- 
dar on the wall for every- 
one’s events - big 
assignments or projects, 
sports practices/games, 
dance/band lessons, field 
trips, pow-wows, birthdays, 
late starts/early releases, 
days off, etc. This really 
helps so the whole family

reach you on your cell and 
at work.

Immunizations boost kids’ 
back-to-school plans 

State officials highlight new booster shots, encourage 
everyone to get their flu shot

It’s back-to-school time, 
and state health officials are 
encouraging parents to put 
immunizations at the top of 
their lists. While Wisconsin 
traditionally ranks high on 



childhood , parents are ad- 
vised to be aware of newly 
recommended vaccines, in- 
cluding seasonal flu shots. 

“A healthy school year be- 
gins with making sure your 
child's immunizations are up- 


to-date. Immunizations help 
students stay healthy and in 
school, rather than being sick 
at home with an illness that 
could have been prevented,” 
said Department of Health 
Services Secretary Karen 
Timberlake. 

New state requirements tar- 
get middle and high school 
students for a dose of the 
tetanus, diphtheria, acellular 
pertussis vaccine (Tdap) and 
all students for a second dose 
of the varicella vaccine. The 
primary focus of the Tdap re- 
quirement is to prevent ado- 
lescents from contracting 
pertussis, also known as 
whooping cough. The second 
dose of varicella vaccine is to 
keep children from contract- 
ing chicken pox. Wisconsin 
teen vaccination rates for 
these two vaccines are well 
above the national average, 
according to a recent National 
Immunization Survey. 

The seasonal influenza vac- 
cine is already available in 
many Wisconsin communities 
and the recommended target 
group is now everyone age six 
months and older, a change 
made by the Centers for Dis- 
ease Control and Prevention 
this summer. “That’s a big 
change, and it reflects the 
threat that the influenza virus 


poses to people of all ages,” 
Timberlake said. “And this 
year’s seasonal vaccine in- 
cludes immunization against 
the H1N1 virus so there won’t 
be a need to get two separate 
flu shots.” 

Vaccinations are recom- 
mended not only for children 
entering grades K-12, but also 
for college students, particu- 


larly freshmen living in 
dorms. These students should 
be immunized to protect 
against meningitis and hepati- 
tis B . Parents and caregivers 
are encouraged to keep track 
of each immunization re- 
ceived, and to ask their health 
care provider how to access 
their child’s immunization 
records through the Wisconsin 


Immunization Registry.

The importance of 
tire pressure

Being a good driver is extremely impor- 
tant, maintaining your vehicle is just as cru- 
cial. You can’t have one without the other. 
One way to increase your chances of being 
safe on the road is the simple maintenance of 
your vehicle. 

One of the most essential factors of your 
vehicle is to have the correct tire pressure to 
maximize the benefits of your tire. Tire 
manufacturers boast various features such as 
excellent fuel efficiency, crisp responsive- 
ness, predictable cornering and enhanced 
traction. The only way to truly reap the re- 
wards of all these features is to have the cor- 
rect tire pressure. 

If you have too little tire pressure the heat 


can build up in your tire and could result in a 
blowout, you will have faster wear and lower 
fuel economy. If the tires are over inflated 
they can have excess wear as well. If tires 
are bald they can cause hydroplaning and at 
worst a flat or contribute to a crash. It is also 
harder to stop your vehicle in various 
weather conditions (rain, snow and sleet) 
when you have worn tires. 

It is recommended by the National Safety 
Council to check your tire pressure once a 
week. You can do this with a tire gauge that 
can cost as low as $4. You can check for the 
recommended tire pressure in your driver’s 
manual or on the base of the tire. The aver- 
age lifetime of a tire is 60,000 to 65,000 
miles. This of course depends on the opera- 
tors driving habits.

At the August 25th meeting 
of a military service organiza- 
tion forming in Black River 
Falls for all Marines in the 
west central Wisconsin area, 
members of the Marine Corps 
League unanimously approved 
using the name of a Medal of 
Honor recipient from Hatfield 
for their Detachment. 

The Medal of Honor is be- 
stowed on members of the 
United States armed forces 
who distinguish themselves 
conspicuously “by gallantry 
and intrepidity” at the risk of 
his or her life above and be- 
yond the call of duty while en- 
gaged in an action against an 
enemy of our country. Due to 
the nature of its criteria, it is 
often awarded posthumously, 
as was the case with Mitchell 
Redcloud Jr. 

He joined the Marine Corps 
at age 16 a few months before 
the Japanese attacked Pearl 
Harbor. During the last battle 
of WWII on Okinawa, Japan he 
took a bullet in the shoulder 
and was sent home to recover 
with an honorable discharge 
and a Purple Heart medal. A 
few years later he joined the 
Army and was shipped off to 
face combat a second time. 
North Korea had invaded the 


times but continued to fire 
while holding on to a tree. The 
next morning his body was 
found surrounded by dead Chi- 
nese. In 1951 his family re- 
ceived a Medal of Honor 
citation from President Tru- 
man. In 1999 the U.S. Navy 
commissioned the USS 
Mitchell Redcloud. Annita 
Redcloud was “honored” to 
give the Detachment written 
permission to use her father’s 
name.

Traffic deaths 
in August 
were tied for 
sixth lowest 
since end of 
World War II

Last month was tied for the sixth safest month of August in terms 
of traffic deaths on Wisconsin roadways since the end of World 
War II. Sixty-eight people died in 64 traffic crashes in August, ac- 
cording to preliminary statistics from the Wisconsin Department of 
Transportation (WisDOT). The safest month of August occurred in 
2009 with 52 traffic fatalities and the deadliest month of August 
was in 1969 with 154 fatalities— the single worst month in Wis- 
consin history. 

Traffic fatalities in August were 16 more than in August 2009 
and one fewer than the five-year average of 69 deaths during the 
month of August. 

As of August 3 1 , a total of 370 people have died in Wisconsin 
traffic crashes during 2010, including 76 motorcycle drivers, five 
motorcycle passengers, 29 pedestrians and five bicyclists. Traffic 
deaths through August were 21 more than during the same period 
in 2009 but 74 fewer than the five-year average. 

“Traffic fatalities so far this year are ahead of last year in large 
part because of a 19 percent increase in motorcyclists’ deaths,” 
says Dennis Hughes, chief of safety programs for the Wisconsin 
DOT Bureau of Transportation Safety. “By the end of August, 81 
motorcyclists had died in traffic crashes. Last year by the end of 
August, 66 motorcyclists had died in crashes. There’s still a signif- 
icant portion of the motorcycle riding season remaining. To pre- 
vent crashes, motorists need to share the road and watch for 
motorcycles in traffic, especially at intersections and while making 
turns or lane changes. And motorcyclists need to ride sober, obey 
speed limits and maintain control by riding within the limits of 
their abilities.”

General Council Agency seeks a stay on all pending resolu- 
tions amending the constitution to pursue a single constitu- 
tional amendment to remove the Secretarial election 
requirement. In 2008, General Council approved a resolution 
by Forest Funmaker to repeal the Secretarial approval process. 
The approval process creates significant delays and backlogs 
because of the bureaucracy of the BIA, and the federal regula- 
tions requirements. This bureaucracy prevents implementation 
of General Council resolutions. In a July 29, 2010, GCA met 
with the BIA, we discussed options to remove the backlog, 
and the single solution that emerged from the discussion was 
immediate implementation of the 2008 resolution to repeal 
Secretarial approval. 

To implement the resolution in an expedited manner, GCA is 
asking for a stay of all pending resolutions. According to the 
BIA, a single resolution can be processed relatively quickly. If 
we can get this resolution passed, and it is approved at a Secre- 
tarial election, then we can remove the backlog.

Eleven-year-old Logan 
Beal, recently spent a week in 
Washington, D.C. taking in 
the sites and learning more 
about the leaders who have 
made a difference in their 
communities, the country and 
the world. 

A sixth grader at Madison 
Edge wood School, Logan was 
one of approximately 300 
middle school age students 
from across the county se- 
lected to participate in the 
Junior National Young Lead- 
ers Conference designed “to 
educate, inspire and motivate 
students by giving them the 
leadership skills that will take 
them through high school and 
beyond.”

Logan’s most memorable 
leader discussed was John 
Brown, whose attempt to start 
and organize a slave’s revolt 
at Harper’s Ferry, Virginia on 
October 16, 1859 brought na- 
tional attention to the emo- 
tional concerns concerning 
slavery. Found guilty of com- 
mitting treason against the 


Commonwealth of Virginia, 
Brown was hanged on De- 
cember 2, 1859. “I would 
have followed John Brown,” 
Logan proclaimed. “He was 
trying to do the right thing.” 
He added that part of what he 
learned during the Conference 
was that many people in the 
Civil War era displayed the 
leadership needed to abolish 
slavery in this country. 

Once nominated, a student 
can participate again. Though 
the days were long, they were 
interesting and Logan would 
l ik e to participate again next 
year. 

At home, Logan is a young 
man with a range of interests. 
An avid reader, he particu- 
larly enjoys reading ancient 
history and fantasy. Active in 
karate and football, “I want to 
run with the ball,” he hopes to 
someday visit Japan and learn 
more about that country, its 
people and its culture. 

Asked what his long range 
goals are, he announced that 
after becoming an entrepre- 
neur, he would like to share 
his love for food and animals.
